Prefatory  Remarks.  I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  present 
the  Ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Children, 
except  where  stated  otherwise,  in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
of  the  Administrative  County  of  Northampton,  exclusive  of  those 
situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  Kettering,  where  elementary 
education  is  administered  separately.  The  period  covered  by  the 
report  is  the  year  1916. 
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(a)  Staff.  As  in  the  year  1915,  owing  to  the  demand  for 
medical  men  in  the  naval  and  military  services,  it  was  practically 
impossible  for  School  Medical  Inspection  to  be  carried  out  on  the 
scale  in  operation  before  the  war.  Since  the  acceptance  of  a  Com¬ 
mission  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  by  Dr.  Mason,  School 
Medical  Officer,  in  April,  1915,  the  entire  work  of  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  has  been  carried  out  by  Miss  Keers  alone.  It  speaks  greatly 
for  her  energy  and  capacity  that  there  is  so  much  to  record  for  the 
year  1916. 

(b)  Treatment  of  Blind,  and  Deaf  and  Dumb  Children. 
Particulars  are  submitted  herewith  in  tabular  form  respecting  the 
Institutional  Treatment  of  children  who  have  been  found  to  be 
wholly  Blind  or  Deaf  and  Dumb.  It  appears  that  there  was  one 
more  child  under  treatment  than  in  the  year  1915.  One  Blind 
child  was  removed  from  an  Institution  on  reaching  the  age  of  16 
years,  and  another  was  transferred  to  a  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institu¬ 
tion  ;  a  further  case  of  a  Blind  child  was  taken  up  by  the  Committee. 
Three  Deaf  and  Dumb  children  wrere  withdrawn  from  Institutions 
on  reaching  the  age  of  16  j^ears  ;  four  new  cases  have  come  in. 
The  total  number  of  children  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  40. 

(c)  Physical  Training  Classes.  Mr.  J.  L.  Holland,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee,  has  informed  me  that  the 
continuance  of  the  War  with  the  resultant  withdrawal  of  more  and 
more  young  men,  including  Evening  School  Teachers,  from  civil 
life  ;  the  great  demand  for  juvenile  labour  ;  and  the  stringent 
lighting  regulations  :  have  all  combined,  with  the  general  feeling 
of  unsettlement,  to  bring  about  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  Evening  Schools,  as  compared  with  previous  sessions, 
and  a  consequent  reduction  in  the  number  of  Physical  Training 
Classes.  The  26  classes  of  1915  were  reduced  during  1916  by  one

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half,  the  Schools  at  which  instruction  was  carried  on  being  those 
at  Aynho,  Higham  Ferrers,  Irthlingborough,  Kettering,  Rothwell 
and  Wellingborough.  Of  the  13  classes,  11  were  for  women  and 
girls.  The  average  attendance  per  class  was  about  14,  which,  in 
the  circumstances,  may  be  considered  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 

(d)  Provision  of  Buildings.  The  Medical  Inspection  rooms 
at  Brackley  and  Oundle  are  now  completed,  and  the  latter  have  been 
brought  into  use.  The  Brackley  new  Council  School  was  finished 
and  occupied  in  September,  1916.  It  is  an  open  Corridor  school, 
somewhat  similar  to  the  Schools  at  Towcester  and  Walgrave,  but 
has  an  Assembly  Hall  which  is  at  present  used  as  a  room  for  infants. 
There  are  two  Departments — Mixed  and  Infants — and  the  plan  is 
so  arranged  as  to  allow  of  extension  in  both  Departments  if  neces¬ 
sary.  The  present  building  accommodates  90  children  of  Mixed 
School  age,  and  90  Infants  including  children  in  Standard  I . 

(e)  Provision  of  Spectacles.  In  regard  to  the  arrangements 
made  in  January,  1916,  for  the  examination  of  defective  vision 
cases,  Dr.  Harries  Jones  saw  193  children,  viz.,  77  at  Northampton, 
59  at  Wellingborough,  34  at  Kettering,  and  23  at  Rushden.  In 
13  of  these  cases  no  glasses  were  ordered.  All  the  other  children, 
with  the  exception  of  two,  have  obtained  spectacles,  the  two  in 
question  paying  for  them  by  instalments  which  were  not  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  pairs  of  spectacles  were 
supplied  to  the  prescriptions  of  private  medical  practitioners,  and 

12  other  pairs  to  children  who  were  examined  previous  to  1916. 
During  the  year,  27  applications  for  assistance  towards  the  payment 
of  the  examination  fee  and  cost  of  spectacles  were  considered.  In 

13  cases  the  examination  fee  was  remitted  ;  in  two  cases  the  cost 
of  spectacles  was  excused  ;  and  in  7  cases  no  charge  for  examination 
or  provision  of  spectacles  was  made.  In  respect  of  5  of  the  appli¬ 
cations  the  Committee  made  no  reduction. 
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Extent  of  Medical  Inspection.  The  following  table  shows, 
on  the  plan  of  previous  years,  the  full  number  of  the  public  elemen¬ 
tary  school  children  who  were  examined  during  the  year  1916, 
arranged  in  age-groups  irrespective  of  sex,  together  with  the  cor¬ 
responding  figures  for  the  year  1915,  for  the  sake  of  comparison

In  regard  to  this  table,  it  is  to  be  noted,  as  for  the  year  1915, 
that  no  children  are  included  under  “  Special  Inspections. ”  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  children  who  would  in  ordinary  circumstances 
have  been  included  under  that  heading,  have,  owing  to  changes 
arising  through  the  War,  been  included  with  other  children  among 
the  re-examinations  amounting  to  2,116 — 1072  boys  and  1044 
girls.  The  percentage  of  parents  attending  at  the  examination 
of  their  children  during  the  year  was  57*6.

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Heights  and  Weights.  The  facts  as  to  heights  and  weights 
of  the  children  examined  in  1916,  in  respect  of  both  sexes  and  also 
of  the  Combined  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  respectively,  are  shown 
together  in  the  accompanying  Tables  II.  and  III.  Where  the 
numbers  in  the  groups  are  sufficiently  large  for  the  avoidance  of 
error,  the  averages  in  respect  of  both  height  and  weight  are  cer¬ 
tainly  satisfactory,  and  bear  favourable  comparison  with  previous 
years. 

Clothing  and  Cleanliness.  The  total  percentages  of  99-31 
and  98-74  for  satisfactory  Clothing  and  Footgear  respectively,  as 
shown  in  Table  V.,  are  improvements  on  those  for  the  two  pre¬ 
ceding  years.  The  facts  as  to  insufficiency  of  clothing  or  want  of 
cleanliness  have  always  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  parents,  on 
whom  pressure  by  the  Head  Teachers  has  been  generally  success¬ 
fully  exercised.  The  percentage  of  96-36  for  cleanliness  of  body 
is  fair — better  than  for  the  year  1915,  though  1-0  less  good  than 
for  1914  ;  but  the  rate  of  89-34  per  cent,  for  cleanliness  of  head  is 
quite  unsatisfactory,  the  rate  of  uncleanliness  among  the  girl 
leavers  being  15-7  per  cent.,  as  against  12-8  in  1915,  and  9-4  for 
1914. 

Nutrition.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  “  bad  ”  nutrition 
was  found  in  only  one  case, — an  entrant — and  that  the  percentages 
for  excellent  and  normal  nutrition  were  higher  in  the  year  1916 
than  in  the  year  preceding.  The  total  percentage  of  nutrition 
reckoned  to  be  “  below  normal  ”  was  3-40,  as  against  4-62  for  the 
year  1915.  These  are  satisfactory  points,  when  considered  in 
connection  with  the  increased  cost  of  food  during  the  year  1916. 

Nose  and  Throat.  As  compared  with  the  year  1915,  the 
medical  examiner  being  the  same,  the  figures  in  respect  of  naso¬ 
pharyngeal  trouble  are  much  more  favourable.  The  rate  of  freedom 
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from  defect  was  76-81  per  cent.,  as  against  68-74  per  cent.  ;  the 
proportion  of  mouth-breathers  3-81,  as  against  4-62  ;  the  rate  of 
total  tonsillar  enlargement  19-81,  as  against  28-29  ;  and  the  total 
presence  of  adenoids  10-29.  as  against  11-43.  In  connection  with  this 
portion  of  the  medical  examination  of  school  children,  I  feel  con¬ 
strained  to  emphasise  the  importance  which  attaches  to  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  regular  instruction  in  breathing  exercises,  in  the  interests 
of  the  children. 

External  Eye  Disease.  Under  this  heading  are  included 
such  ailments  as  blepharitis  (inflammation  of  the  eyelids),  conjunc¬ 
tivitis,  diseases  of  the  cornea  and  lens,  and  muscular  defects  such 
as  squints,  nystagmus,  and  twitchings.  The  rate  of  freedom  from 
such  defects  amounted  to  97-98  of  the  children  examined;  but 
there  was  a  rate  of  1-54  per  cent,  for  blepharitis,  which  was  only 
slightly  less  than  for  the  year  1915.  In  1914,  the  rate  for  blepharitis 
was  only  0-72  per  cent. 

Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.  The  absence  of  serious  ear 
disease  is  highly  satisfactory,  the  rate  being  99-28  per  cent,  of  the 
children  examined,  and  normal  hearing  was  at  the  rate  of  99  -64  per 
cent.  No  child  was  recorded  as  being  deaf  and  dumb. 


Teeth.  There  is  not  much  variation  to  record  in  respect  of 
the  proportion  of  sound  to  decayed  teeth,  in  comparison  with 
preceding  years — the  rate  of  children  with  sound  teeth  for  the  year 
1916  being  33-52  per  cent.,  as  against  35-80  per  cent,  in  1915,  and 
31-71  per  cent,  in  1914.  No  case  of  sepsis  was  recorded,  and  I  am 
glad  to  note  that  the  proportion  of  children  with  dirty  teeth  was 
less  than  in  the  year  1915 — being  37-29  per  cent,  as  against  45-0 
per  cent.  The  following  shows  the  distribution  of  the  children 
with  dirty  teeth  : —

Deformity  and  Disease.  The  amount  of  discoverable 
deformity  among  the  children  examined  was  below  the  average 
and  did  not  amount  to  more  than  1  *5  per  cent.  This  is  very  satis¬ 
factory,  nor  was  there  any  deformity  outside  the  list  of  those 
enumerated  by  me  in  previous  reports.  In  respect  of  more  specially 
defined  diseases,  however,  the  proportions  for  organic  disease  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  and  for  anaemia  were  somewhat  high  ; 
there  was  rather  less  of  chronic  bronchitis  and  bronchial  catarrh 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  as  well  as  of  tuberculosis  ;  only  22 
cases  of  skin  disease,  of  which  6  were  Ringworm  ;  and  only  1  slight 
case  of  Rickets.  These  records  are,  therefore,  generally  satisfactory, 
the  only  disturbing  element  being  in  respect  of  the  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  observable  anaemia  ;  as  to  this  latter  condition  being 
in  greater  evidence  than  previously  there  is  no  ground  at  present 
for  regarding  it  with  special  concern,  though  it  is  a  matter  that  will 
need  to  be  kept  under  observation  in  the  future. 

Speech.  There  was  a  lower  rate  for  defective  articulation 
than  for  several  years  past,  the  rate  for  1916  being  1*7  per  cent, 
as  against  2*78  per  cent,  in  1915,  1-76  per  cent,  in  1914,  2-04  per 
cent,  in  1913,  2-4  per  cent,  in  1912,  and  5*0  per  cent,  in  1911. 

Mental  Condition.  The  rate  of  normal  mental  condition 
shows  considerable  improvement  as  compared  with  that  recorded 
for  the  preceding  year,  the  rate  for  1916  being  96-68  per  cent,  of 
the  children  examined,  as  against  93-91  per  cent,  in  1915.  There 
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was  a  percentage,  therefore,  of  only  3  dull  or  backward  children 
(all  grades),  and  of  0*32  mentally  defective.  These  are  satisfactory 
records. 

Vision.  As  for  the  year  1915,  “  Leavers  ”  only  were  examined 
for  eyesight.  The  rate  for  normal  vision — 71-39  per  cent. — was 
higher  than  during  the  two  preceding  years,  and  may  be  regarded 
with  some  satisfaction.  The  rates  for  1915  and  1914  were,  respec¬ 
tively,  67-27  per  cent,  and  67-02  per  cent.  The  rate  for  Squint 
also,  among  the  “  Leavers,”  for  the  year  1916  was  0-14  per  cent.., 
as  against  0-42  per  cent,  in  1915,  and  0-59  per  cent,  in  1914.  There 
was  no  case  of  total  blindness. 

Secondary  School  Inspections.  The  number  of  Scholars 
examined  in  the  Secondary  Schools  during  the  year  was  129,  ail 
of  whom  were  girls.  The  Schools  to  which  they  belonged  were  the 
Kettering  High  School  and  the  Wellingborough  County  High  School 
for  girls.  In  addition  there  were  55  girls  re-examined.  The 
summarised  records  as  to  their  heights  and  weights  have  been 
shown  already  in  Table  IV.  of  this  report,  and  it  only  remains  to 
submit  the  following  records  as  to  defects  found  among  them  and 
the  condition  of  their  vision  on  examination.  In  respect  of  this 
last,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that,  as  in  the  case  of  the  public 
elementary  scholars,  the  rate  of  normal  vision  shows  an  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  record  for  the  preceding  year,--  75-98  per  cent,  for 
1916,  as  against  72-66  per  cent,  in  1915.  In  regard  to  defects, 
other  than  of  vision,  there  were  seven  cases  of  anaemia  and  two 
of  organic  disease  of  the  heart,  two  cases  of  chronic  bronchial 
catarrh,  two  of  defective  articulation,  five  of  deformities,  and  three 
of  much  enlarged  tonsils.  There  were  no  other  serious  defects 
noted  ;  but  it  is  regrettable  that  six  instances  of  uncleanliness  of 
the  head  (Nits  only),  and  19  of  uncleanliness  of  teeth,  should  be 
found  in  Secondary  Schools  at  all.

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Treatment  after  Inspections.  On  Tables  VI.  and  VII.  are 

given  the  figures  as  to  treatment  of  public  elementary  and  secondary 
scholars  respectively  who  were  found  with  defects.  The  partic¬ 
ulars  in  respect  of  the  public  elementary  scholars  are  separated 
into  groups  distinguishing  between  urban  and  rural  residence. 
There  was  a  total  of  693  children  during  the  year  1916  having 
695  defects  requiring  remedy  ;  of  these.  306  with  308  defects 
belonged  to  the  urban  districts,  and  387  with  the  like  number  of 
defects  belonged  to  the  rural  districts.  In  the  secondary  schools  there 
were  33  girls  with  the  like  number  of  defects.  Fully  49  per  cent, 
.of  the  public  elementary  scholars  had  not  been  treated,  or  were 
not  under  treatment  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  proportion 
of  non-treatment  was  much  higher  in  the  rural  than  in  the  urban 
districts.  This  is  largely  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  serious  deple¬ 
tion  of  medical  services  brought  about  through  the  war  ;  but  it  is 
none  the  less  imperative  that  there  should  be  some  efficient  scheme 
formulated  for  the  regular  following  up  of  children  requiring  treat¬ 
ment.
